Our forces are 
pursuing them north of Leon. 

Leon has been oceupied by the Car- 
fanza troops. All the enemy's trains and 
artillery were captured. The battle ex- 
tended over a sone of 300 miles. 

I have ordered the reconstruction of 
the railroad and telegraph with Vers 
Crus. 

Battle Lines 15 Miles Long. 

The battle of Leon, which town has 
been the headquarters of Gen. Villa, has 
been raging in desultory fashion for 
nearly two weeks. Solid battle lines of Hf - 
teen miles in length have been hurli§g 
themselves against each other, and until 
today’s dispatches no decisive turn in the 
fighting had been reported. 

The rout of Gen. Villa is declared here 
to be of extreme significance in view of 
the ultimetum from the United States 
last week. With the majority of the dis- 
puted territery in the hands of Gen. Car- 
anza and the victory at Leon, it is said 
that Ville’s elimination as a factor in the 
Mexican situation is quite probable. 

In the event the adyantage of Gen. Ob- 
regon is pushed farther, Carranza’s 
standing certainly will benefit and thus 
add to his possibilities of receiving rec- 
ognition by the United States, it is be- 
lieved here.

PEKING, China, Mays. - We are sitting 
on top of @ live volcano here in Peking, 
and nobody knows -wzhether it is going 
to erupt or not. It has been rumbling 
end growling for a long time. 

A great deal of steam and smoke have 
been emitted, and there is every indi- 
cation of serious trouble before long. 
But such indications have been given 
often before and then nothing happened. 
Perhaps it will be that way now. 

There is only one subject of conversa- 
tion In Peking. It makes no difference 
where you go the Japanese demands 
nish the sole topic of discussion. I 
you call on an official of the government, 
he warns you that he cannot discuss the 
diplomatic. situation and then talks of 
nothing else. The bearing of his con- 
versation may be indirect, but you under- 
stand well enough what he is driving at. 

In the foreign legations it ie much 
the same. If the diplomatist is an old 
friend there is naturally less pretense 
ef reserve. But even if he is a new 
acquaintance the formality is soon dis- 
pensed with and tn a short time you are 
Gown to “the situation in earnest. 


Newspapers Alone Repressed. 

In only one quarter has there been sup- 
pression or repression. That is in the 
local newspapers. Much more detailed 
information as to the exact nature of 
the Japanese demands and as to the prog 
ress of the negotiations has been printed 
in outside papers than in those of Pe- 
king. That is due to the careful effort 
of the Chinese authorities not to give 
open offense to the Japanese. 

Of course the information that comes 
from the conferences of the plenipoten- 
‘tiaries who have been conducting the 
negotiations is Chinese in origin. The 
Japanese have been vigorously and even 
bitterly determined to keep the whole 
affair secret, and have exercised their 
ingenuity to the limit to accomplish that 
purpose. : 

But there hes been a clear understand- 
ing on the part of the Chinese that their 
only hope of salvation lay in letting the 
rest of the world know what was really 
going on in Peking, and so they have 
been seeing to it that im one way or an- 
other the real information found its way 
to the public. 

The original threat of the Japanese hed 
effect for a long time, and it was with 
the utmost caution that any move was 
made by the Chinese. But gradually 
they have worked themselves up to a 
bigt.er degree of audacity and have even 
gone so far now as to publish in Peking 
the full text of the original demands.

‘What Japan Really Is After. 

There are plenty of indications here— 
indeed, there is no little evidence tHat 18 
accepted in many quarters as proof—that 
what Japam seeks is not merely the leader- 
ship in commerce and industry in Asia, 
but political and military damination as 
well. And ft wants this domination in 
order to satisfy its vaunting ambition and 
to gratify ite boundiess racial pride. 

In a word, it aims at the day when the 
yellow race shall come into armed conflict 
with the white race for the supremacy of 
the world. Ane its military genius be- 
lieves that if it can obtain the effective 
control of the unnumbered hordes of 
Chinese it will be able to construct a 
fighting machine so enormous and 80 
powerful that it will be able to drive the 
remainder of the world before it as it 
Willis. 8 

Japan dreams of an initial army of 10. 
000,000 trained men, 250 army corps of 
40,000 men each in the first fighting line, 
supplemented by a vast reserve approx- 
ima ting 40,000,000 more. 

Japan dreams of capitalizing the un- 
touched and untold resources of this vast 
country; of installing here its own syetem 
of taxation that has produced amazing 
results from a land and a people stricken 
with poverty. If it can do it Japan can 
raise money by the billions, and it can 
build navies and equip armies that will 
conform to the grandest Ideas suggested 
by its military ambition. 


Japan Not an Independent Nation. 
Japan today is not an independent na- 
tion. It lacks two great essentials of 
national independence, money and iron. 
Without them it can never achieve the 
independence that alone can reconcile its 
people to their situation. 

Money Japan might acquire. But to do 
so it would have to abandon its mount- 


the practical limit of taxation, and has 
borrowed abroad to the point where it 
would be difficult to obtain further credit. 
The only remaining hope in sight for 
Japan is either reform of its own system, 
so that its revenues may be devoted to 
domestic civil development, or the ab- 
sorption of China and control of the vast 
Chinese possibilities. 8 
The militarists are ready, therefore, to 
exert the utmost effort, and to fly in the 
face of every diplomatic agreement that 
might interfere with their plans, in order 
to bring about a situation whence they 
hope to achieve this en independ - 
ence. ; 
No Iron Deposits in Japan. 
Their case with regard to iron is even 
more desperate. There simply are no 
iron deposits in Japan proper which are 
capable of furnishing anything like a

For a nation of peaceful prociivities and 
intentions the situation would not be 
hopeless by any means. Such « nation 
could always obtain a sufficient supply 
of iron from abrüad.

Japan Violates British Treaty. 
Japan is bound by every tie diplomat- 
ic ingenuity can devise to preserve these 
interests for Great Britain, even at the 
cost of war. But with a cynicism not seen 
in diplomacy in many years—uniese the 
action of Germany regarding Belgium be 
n precedent—Japan has sought deliber- 
ately to invade this British sphere and to 
throw its treaty obligations to the winds 
for the sake of this iron. 

It is easy to see the necessity that drives 
the Japanese on in their ruthless disre- 
gard of their obligations regarding China 
ané of their treaty and other agreements 
with Great Britain, Russia, France, and 
the United States.

One Woman Escapes Rebels. 
One day a Mrs. Macdonald, whose hus- 
band was away at the front in German 
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East Africa, escaped an uprising owing 
to the fidelity of her native servant, who 
got the woman out through a window and 
hid her in the bush; eventually getting 
her to a European station a considerable 
distance. away. The woman's servant 
had warned her the previous dey regard- 
ing the intention of the surrounding na- 
tives to rebel, but thinking that it was 
only an idle rumor Mrs. Macdonald paid 
fio heed to his remarks. Her husband 


the Europeans in the country volunteered 
en masse. The women and children were 
quickly gathered into well guarded laag- 
ers and bands of régulars and volunteers 
dean to scour the country and succeeded 
in killing a considerable number of the 
rebels, ahd many of them who were cap- 
tured redhanded were tried and imme- 
diately executed. 

Bvéntually several hundred of them 
were rounded up and taken into Zomba 
and tried. Many of the ringleaders have 
been executed and others who were im- 
plicated have been sentenced to various 


tive Ethiopian missionary, John Chilem- 
bewe, assisted by a considerable number 
of so-called christianized natives from the 
Ethiopian and adjoining missions, and it 
has now been proved beyond doubt that 
Ethiopianism was at the bottom of the 
revolt. 

The man Chilembewe was a pupil of 
a notorious American Ethiopian mission- 
ary named Joseph Booth, who was ex- 
pelled from the protectorate many years 
ago owing to the dissatisfaction he cre- 
ated amongst the natives by his pernicious 
teaching. 

This man Chilembewe evidently had 
made long and serious preparation for 
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this rebellion and had his church, whicb 
has since been.destroyed by dynamite, 
built somewhat on the lines of a small 
fortress.

That an influence so unreasonable should be able 
seriously to obstruct well eonsidered defense meas- 
ures seems not probable until we consider that it 
has the unconscious support of our American op- 
timiem and laissez faire. It is allied with our 
historic ignorance, our insular indifference to inter- 
national conditions which ever are growing more 
vital to our welfare and our security. It is able to 
work with the current of congressional interest and 
only a clear, determined, and imperative public 
opinion will overcome these resisting factors. 

If at the next session of congress, with the les- 


ings of our present acute international’ controversies 
fresh in our minds, we cannot proceed to set our 
house in order and make at least a substantial be- 
ginning of modern defense, we must face the fact 
that we have elected to gamble on the alternatives 
of national humiliation and national disaster. 


IMPROVE MIDWIFERY STANDARDS. 

The Curran bill, placing maternity hospitals and 
hospitals with maternity wards under state super- 
vision, is a step in the right direction. But it alone 
ig not enough. More than half the “abortion work 
and the deaths resulting from illegal operations are 
done by ignorant and unscrupulous midwives. Mid- 
wifery is an institution, and it is a mistake to think 
of wiping it out altogether and working hardships on 
the family of small means, where the doctor, the 
nurse’s service, and the bill for ordinary servant's 
work must be included in one moderate charge. But 
we can improve the personnel of the midwives by 
increasing the license requirements, 

Under the present law it is mandatory upon the 
state board to issue a license to an applicant who 
correctly answers a few written questions, A short 
period of tutoring under a physician is sufficient | 
preparation and, regardless of previous education or 
general fitness, she must be allowed to offer her 
services to the public and in a great many instances 
to ignorant foreigners, who have a childlike confi- 
dence in midwives because of the rigid requirements 
in their native lands. |

That conclusion is unescapable. The fact is one 
to which the American nation would not at all 
subscribe. The American sense of justice would 
not condone it. However much we may feel that 
the domination of Europe by Germany would be 
dangerous even for us, we could not reconcile it 
with our honor to be an enemy without being at 
war. 

There are intimations that this view is held in 
Washington, although it has not been revealed in 
the communications with Berlin. It seems appat- 
ent that the chances of our avoiding a break with 
Germany depend upon the ability of our govern- 
ment and the German government to make con- 
cessions, upon ability and willingness. 

If we persist in telling Germany that we insist 
upon terms which have in them the probability of 
German defeat we may hardly expect that our 
stipulations will be accepted by Germany. If we 
modify our terms so as to give the Germans oppor- 
tunity to interfere with the shipment of arms and 
ammunition we may reach an agreement which 
will protect every American citizen and every 
American ship. 

That is the substance of our concern, and that 
ought to be the end sought in the negotiations 
with Germany. What American wants to go to 
war to maintain a principle of sea law which does 
not affect his people or his people's property ? 

If we were convinced that we have generated a 
force of dynamic hatred of us in Germany which 
will look for the first. favoring opportunity, five, 
ten, or twenty years from now, to even accounts 
with us, we might rationally say. Now, if ever,” 
and, persisting in our insistence that the submarine 
shall not be used against merchant vessels, whether 
they be ours or not, go to war to maintain that 
principle. 

If we believe that there is no such danger, we 
certainly do not want war, brought about by causes 
which do not affect us. Unless we make such 
concessions as honor and justice would dictate, or 
unless Germany does what we cannot conceive of 
her doing and yields wholly to the uncompromising 
demands of this government, we arrive at an 
impasse which can be crossed only by armed men. 
Whatever may be the sentiment of the countrys, 
these facts ought to be understood.

POSSIBILITIES OF GAS WARFARE. 
[From the London Spectator.) 
It is interesting to speculate on the probable 
effects of gas fighting on the character of war- 
fare. It is apparently useless for men to stay 
in trenches which are about to be enveloped by 
ithe advancing wall of vapor. They must give 
ground. If they stay they cannot fight, and 
their strength is immediately lost to their own 
side. We imagine that if gases were used by 
both sides the tendenc¥ would be for the oppos- 
ing armies to break apart and put a greater 
distance between their lines. At present the 
armies can see the whites of each other’s eyes, 
as the saying is. The trenches are nearly chock- 
a-block. Under the supposed conditions both 
sides would have to allow themselves room to 
dodge the gases. Of course, the wind will not 
always blow in the same direction. If it blew 
diagonally across the battle front a compara- 
tively slight rearrangement of the troops might 
evade the gas in good time. If troops were 
fighting in the open, a wholly new kind of tac- 
tics would be created. Soldiers would have to sub- 
ject the wind to their purpose as much as sailors 
did in sailing ship days. They would fight, like 
Nelson, for the weather gauge. Nelson and his 
admirals were happy when they had their enemy 
to leeward, and the gas fighter would strugtzie 
to gain the corresponding position. We dare say 
that the weather would, as a matter of fact, 
mostly be in our favor. The prevailing winds 
of the summer would probably put the Germans 
normally to leeward. Indeed, the more we think 
of it the more we are inclined to believe that 
the Germans have revived stinkpot warfare too 
late. They have probably blundered once again.

The lead 
poisoning rate among employés in 1914 
was three per 1,000. In the paintand dry 
color factories there was considerable 
hazard. In the former it was found that 
the men would often eat without washing 
their hands. In the latter the danger 
from lead sotied hands wae augmented 
by the danger from lead dust. 6 

Among workers in battery factories the 
number of cases of lead poisoning was 
high, about six per 1,000. The worst rate 
of all was in tinware establishments. The 
lead sickness rate was eleven per 1,000. 

Other dangerous trades are manufactur- 
ing car seals, electrotyping, enameling, 
brass foundry work, litho transfers, de- 
calcomania work, and galvanizing. In 
some of these trades the care taken is re- 
ducing the hazards to reasonabie limits 
of safety.

Ata later date a Lord 
Drummond not only forfeited hie vast 
estates, but was likewise imprisoned for 
years in Blackness castle in punishment 
for the outrage which he had perpetrated 
in boxing the ears of the Lyon king of 
arms of his day, whose person was con- 
sidered sacred. |

In 
this way the case on trial gets a quiet 
court room, with good air, instead of the 
crowded, noisy court room, with bad air, 
that we all know so well.
